thought I'd use my column this month to talk 
about the creation of some Harvey comic 
book characters. 


Many of you have written in asking who created 
Richie Rich and Casper and Hot Stuff and 
Wendy and each and every one of the Harvey 
characters. 


[i answer to so many of your queries, | 


Well, for the most part, their creation was the 
collaboration of several people, as | would guess 
most comic book creations have been and are. 
In addition, the strength of a comic book 
character doesn’t end with merely its creation. 
That's simply where it begins. The development 
of that character is more important than its 
creation. 


Having said that, let me relate Casper the 
Friendly Ghost’s history. A very wonderful and 
talented man named Joe Oriolo is given credit 
as having created Casper during the late 1940s. 
This, despite the fact that a terrific artist named 
Seymour Reit is said to have made the first 
drawings of Casper for Joe Oriolo. 


Well for years Casper was done as an animated 
short for Paramount Pictures and as a comic 
book for a company called St. John’s. Neither 
was very popular and neither, frankly, was that 
good. Casper’s enormous and world-wide 
popularity did not begin until Harvey Comics 
took over the character and refashioned him for 
both comics and animated films. 


Casper became a different character under 
Harvey tutelage—which also created characters 
such as Spooky, Wendy, Nightmare and the 
Ghostly Trio. Casper’s change in look came from 
Warren Kremer, the master artist I’ve often 
mentioned, who transformed him from a peanut- 
shaped character to the friendly ghost we all 
recognize today. The story content and style 
came from writers such as Jim Miele, Ralph 
Newman and Stan Kay. (And, I'm delighted to 
add, | was the editor during all those years.) 


It’s impossible for me to remember who created 
what. | guess we didn’t know at that time what 
soon-to-be-famous characters we were creating. 


It didn’t really matter at the time who created 
what, but my guess is that we all took a hand in 
it. 


| will say this, however: In his visual form, no 
one had more to do with Casper and the way 
we know him than Warren Kremer. No one had 
more to do with the fabulous background and 
the other characters that make up that world. 
And in regards to stories, it was Jim Miele’s 
writing style—and his way with a fable—that 
gave Casper the sensitivity and the depth that 
has become the character's trademark. 


| don’t mean to belittle Casper’s original 
creation. Without that, there would be nothing 
but a blank page, and the people who 
enhanced Casper couldn‘t work from a blank 
page. But it was the development of Casper that 
turned a dead little boy into a fantasy creature 
who had been born a ghost. And it was the 
development of Casper that turned a graveyard 
site into a haunted house built in a place called 
the Enchanted Forest. And it was the 
development of Casper that created Spooky, 
Wendy, Nightmare, The Ghostly Trio and all 
those other characters that made 
Casper...Casper. 


I'll stop for now. On another day, I'll talk more 
about some of the other characters, some of the 
other creators and some very different stories. 


I'm sure | will receive a great deal of mail 
regarding the above comments. | welcome it. In 
fact, we welcome any and all of your comments.
